But perhaps one or other might think, that the 
enlightned Soul her ſelf is the beſt Prayer- Book, 
and that conſequently ſhe can make her Requeſt to the 
Lord without the Aſſiſtance of ſuch a Book as here 
is offered. To this I anſwer, that it is moſt certain, 
4 true Prayer muſt flow from a good Principle raiſed 
within; but then it is no leſs certain, that this inte- 
rior Principle ought ts be put into Motion by the 
Word of God, and other ſuch pious Exerciſes as are 
therein required. Even a Man that hath made good 
Proficiency in the Practice of Piety, doth nom and 
then ſtand in need of ſuch Helps and Aſſiſtances as 
will ſtir up and awakea the internal Principle of 
Grace, that it may flow the more freely, and the bet- 
ter break out into holy Wiſhes and Deſires, tending 
#0 4 Revival of the Image of God, and the Creation 
of a living Faith in the Soul. e 
Moreover, J would not have any Body ſuppoſe, as 
if a Chriſtian Virtue cold ever enter into a Man's 
Heart without a fervent | Pran preceeding it. 
Whatever in any Manner relateth to thè ſpiritual 
Recovery of our Soul, muſt be asked from God by 
Prayer; ſince it is an heavenly Gift, and comes 
down from him alone, who is the Father of Lights. 
But of this I have treated more fully' in the laſt 
Chapter of the Firſt Book of True Chriſtianity, 
and in the XXIVth Chapter of the Second Book. 
For the ſame Reaſon hath our bleſſed Redeemer com- 
manded us to ſeek the Treaſure of God's Kingdom 
hid in the Field: And how ſhall we ſeek it, but by 
earneſt Prayers and Supplications? For though the 
Lord be an infinitely good God, and always ready to 
derive his Goodneſs on others; yet can he not do it 
without a ſerious Prayer put up by him that wants it.

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However, to inforce the better the Duty of Prayer, 
we may conſider the following Heads in particular ; 
The firſt 1s, That Prayer 1s a fort of Homage 
we pay to God as to our Lord and Sovereign, and 
thereby do own our entire Dependance on him:

Here I would have every one know, in the firſt 
Place, that no Man can obtain any ſpiritual Grace or 
Virtue without praying for it; and that allother Vir- 
tues he pretends to poſſeſs, are rather ſome dead Images 
of Virtues,than true ChriſtianGraces proceeding from 
an Operation of the divine Spirit. In the next Place, 
he ought to conſider, that all the Seeds of the moſt 
abominable Vices are lurking in his Heart, though 
they do not always appear in open Rebellion againſt 
him, or attempt to hurry him away into viſible 
Vices and Enormities: However, as long as they live 


in a Man, and are not reſtrained by divine Grace 


obtained by Prayer, any one of them may ſtart up in 


one Hours Time, and ruin a Man in Soul and in 


Body. How many Men are brought into Trouble 


and Miſery by their own licentious Tongue, when 
they thought themſelves able enough to tame it? 
How many are deſtroyed by Exceſs and Drunkenneſs, 
a Vice which they deemingly abhorred ? How eaſily 
rſe and Wrath of God 
by Avarice and Hardneſs 'of Heat when he thinks 


himſelf to be full of Love and good Nature? Not 


to mention what a Fire is many times kindled by an 
une æpected Surprize into Anger and Revenge. 

Let therefore theſe and other good Prayers ſerve 
thee for an Antidote and Preſervative againſt Falls 
and Surprizes of this Nature, and never think thy 
ſelf out of Danger whilſt thou haſt no other Protection 
but what is fetch'd from thy own good Nature. This 
good Nature ( ſo called) will ſoon deliver thee up 
into the Enemy's Hands; and then one Temptation 
will be enough to deſtroy all thoſe ſpecious Virtues 
whereon thou didſt ſo confidently rely? Whereas 4
